A Roman metal i*»u Is 
said to bava bevtl found at Aosu, not 
a mere stylus, but a bronse j»u .lit, 
utul there is some evidence of a [k-u 
or reetl of brouse nearly as early as 
the Invention of printing In the nr 
teeuth century. More than a hun¬ 
dred years ago some steel pen* w*-re 
made In Birmingham for l>r. 1‘rieatly, 
and some of these plated Into the 
bands of Mir Josiah .Mason in bU early 
days with Mr. Harrison, but all stem to 
have been loat. The first peu of metal 
of a definite i^gle. beyond all question, 
la one In a I»ut<b patent liook of 1717 
At about tbs same time a polite ode 
of Tope’s refers to a ‘steel and golden 
l*en." but these were evidently lux¬ 
uries only, and It was not until about 
the end of the first quarter of the lam 
century that metallic jieua became 
more gi-nernl!y U> use. In the “Local 
Notes and querlm" In the Birming¬ 
ham Weekly Tost definite evidence 
baa been given of steel pens aa early as 
lMhd and more commonly In 1817, but 
It waa about TC3 and 1824 that the 
great revolution came by which |iens 
were made by a cheaper process—the 
hand screw press which pierced the 
pens from steel rolled Into tube fash 
Ion and the Joint formed the silt, but 
these required considerable labor to 
fhape them Into pen form. The use 
of the screw press twlougs to the pe 
rlod of John Mitchell, Joseph Olllot 
and Josiah Mason, but on a careful 
review of the facta It seems to be 
clear that John Mitchell has the heat 
claim to be considered as the original 
Introducer of press made pens.— Buffs 
lo Times.
